congenital adrenal hyperplasia, cerebral edema, thrombocytopenia, Little's syndrome, obesity, 
metabolic syndrome, inflammatory bowel disease, systemic lupus erythematosus, polyartitis 
nodosa, Wegener's granulomatosis, giant cell arteritis, rheumatoid arthritis, juvenile rheumatoid 
arthritis, uveitis, hay fever, allergic rhinitis, urticaria, angioneurotic edema, chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease, asthma, tendonitis, bursitis, Crohn's disease, ulcerative colitis, autoimmune 
chronic active hepatitis, organ transplantation, hepatitis, cirrhosis, inflammatory scalp alopecia, 
panniculitis, psoriasis, discoid lupus erythematosus, inflamed cysts, atopic dermatitis, pyoderma

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14. (Withdrawn) The method according to Claim 12 wherein the glucocorticoid 
receptor mediated disease or condition is selected from the group consisting of: tissue rejection, 
Cushing's syndrome, inflammatory bowel disease, systemic lupus erythematosus, rheumatoid 
arthritis, juvenile rheumatoid arthritis, hay fever, allergic rhinitis, asthma, organ transplantation, 
inflammatory scalp alopecia, psoriasis, discoid lupus erythematosus, and depression. 

15. (Withdrawn) A method of selectively modulating the activation, repression, 
agonism and antagonism effects of the glucocorticoid receptor in a mammal comprising 
administering to the mammal a compound according to Claim 1 in an amount that is effective to 
modulate the glucocorticoid receptor. 

16. (Withdrawn) A method of partially or fully antagonizing, repressing agonizing 
or modulating the glucocorticoid receptor in a mammal comprising administering to the mammal 
an effective amount of compound according to Claim 1 .
